Cummings to find out who had authorized the opening of the pool 
ahead of time."

"Councilman Hodgson stated that Mr. Cummings had been in- 
structed at the last meeting to investigate and report on who had 
authorized the school departments admittance to the swimming pool 
before the contract had been signed between the city and the school 
departments and asked for that report. Mr. Cummings stated that he 
did not know, but that it seemed when the attendant had opened the 


gate to walk into the pool enclosure that those present from the school | 


had forced their way through the gate.”

When asked by Councilman Hodgson if he had any further infor- 
mation on how the students first got into the swimming pool, City

Cummings said that previously, as he recalled it was in December or 
January, Carl Elder (head of the athletic department at Porterville high 
school) had made arrangements for use of the pool; that at about the 
time that the school was to start using the pool, Elder was sick, that he 
(Cummings) could not reach Elder, so there might have been some 
confusion on the exact day that use was to start.

Predicting in advance the out- 
come of the now adjourned Bud- 
get Session is a tougher job than 
getting a satellite into orbit with 
the help only of a hand-cranked 
adding machine. As of this writ- 
ing, both houses of your legisla- 
ture have passed a budget bill, but 
the two versions differ by some 
$20 million out of the $2 billion 
plus total. 

A six man compromise commit- 
tee is now wrestling out the dif- 
ferences, but really has its work 
cut out. Before you read this, the 
news columns of the papers will 
have told you the final outcome. 

The barbed wire which snagged 
the budget britches so long is, of 
course, the water problem. This 
is vitally important to every Cali- 
fornian, whether he be from’ the 
cool pine forests of Modoc or the 
sunny shores of San Diego. How 
to impound and_ distribute to 
everyone of our thirsty millions 
enough water from the supply 
which Mother Nature gives us, but 
not at the right times or places, is 
the $64 million question which we 
legislators must answer, now or 


ers have ever seen. The War be- 
tween, the States was bloody, but 
not a ‘whit more bitter than the 
present (conflict between the 
southern and northern sections of 
this state over water. Survival is 
equally at stake. 

The best possible and most econ- 
omical solution will, of course, 
eventually be worked. out, but it 
will require the highest quality of 
statesmanship all your legislators 
possess to work out the necessary 
details. The legislative process is 
by its very nature the art of arriv- 
ing at fair compromises between 
personal needs and the public wel- 
fare, and water for everyone cer- 
tainly belongs in this latter class, 

The practical facts of the pres- 
ent water situation can be briefly 
stated. The northern part of the 
state gets most of the water that 
falls on our state, but the supply 
varies from year to year. The 
southern part has most of the peo- 
ple, and their need for water is

later. 


The basic difference between 
the two budget bills was in the 
amount to be provided for the Fea- 
ther River Project, the heart of 
our master state water plan. The 
Assembly version held the amount 
to the minimum, with no allow- 
ance for actual construction until 
water rights are settled. The Sen- 
ate included the amount requested 
for construction. It was that 
simple. 

But simple or not, the water is- 
sue created) the greatest split in 
the legislature along sectional 
lines that even the oldest old-tim- 
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acute. It will take billions of dol- 
lars to build dams to capture wa- 
ter and canals to carry it hun- 
dreds of miles to the thirsty south. 


The millions of southern Cali- 
fornians pay the major portion of 
the state’s taxes, but before they 
OK spending any funds on water 
projects which may not produce 
water ‘for them in several years, 
they want to make certain sure 
they will actually get some. It 
will take some mighty effective 
legislativve foot-work to make all 
the compromises needed. b

action on the water problem. A 
comprehensive master water plan, 
big enough for California’s great 
future and generally acceptable to 
everybody, has been blueprinted, 
but has not officially been adopt- 
ed by the legislature.

COMPLIANCE 
FOR SOIL BANK 


VISALIA, April 3 — Farmers 
taking part in the Soil Bank 
should remember that they must 
comply with all acreage allotments 
established for their farms as well 
as with other program require- 
ments in order to be eligible for 
Soil Bank payments, Jack C. Phil- 
lips, chairman, Tulare Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion committee, reminds growers. 

The chairman points out that 
compliance requirements under the 
Soil Bank programs are broader 
than under previous national farm 
programs. For instance, under 
the acreage-allotment program, a 
farmer who exceeds his farm al- 
lotment for a “‘basic”’ crop such as 
cotton, wheat, peanuts, rice, loses 
only his eligibility for the full 
available price support on that 
particular crop. If marketing quo- 
tas are also applicable to the crop, 
he may also be subject to a mar- 
keting quota penalty on his ‘‘ex- 
cess’”’ production. 

Under both the Acreage reserve 
and the Conservation reserve pro- 
grams of the Soil Bank, however, 
a farmer must comply with all al- 
lotments established for all basic 
crops grown on his farm in order 
to be eligjble for any Soil Bank 
payments. If the farmer does not 
comply with this requirement, he 
would forfeit all his Soil Bank 
payments.

department’s part in the control 
program. 

Approximately $45,000 has been 
set aside through the USDA for 
use in Tulare county grasshopper 
control, provided the other two 
thirds of the estimated cost ‘is 
taken care of. 

Financing the control program 
is one of the matters that will be 
discussed Wednesday evening. 

Concerning the contemplated 
program, the Tulare county com- 
; mittee states: 

No spraying will be done on cul- 
tivated land. This includes all 
permanent pasture, fruit and vege- 
table crops and grain land, only on 
range land and dry pasture. 

Before the spray application 
starts all range areas must be 
signed up on a government release 
form by ‘section, township and 
|range by each parcel, and signed 
by the owner, man in charge or 
possession of such range land or 
pasture land. This must be com- 
pleted in sufficient time for the 
U.S.D.A. field crew to recheck and 
verify all land to be treated. 

The releases are similar to those 
used in rodent control poison and 
would not in any way obligate the 
signer to pay for any part of the 
treatment to be applied. Any 
range operators in the vicinity of 
the green belt (cultivated crop 
lands) desiring to aid in this grass- 
hopper suppression program. can 
greater facilitate the operation by: 

(1) Making a list of each sec- 
tion of land with township and 
range. © 

(2) Attending one of the county 
meetings and bring the list. 

Other meetings will be held in: 
Orange Cove, April 4; Woodlake, 
April 7; Lemon Cove-Exeter, April 
8 and Lindsay-Strathmore, April 
10. 

The county program must be 
ready for verification by the USDS 
by April 12, it is stated. Chairman 
of the county committee handling 
the program is Cameron Long; 
John Knight is vice chairman; Bill 
Shilling, secretary; and Don Tyr- 
rell, Ralph Mehrten, Denzil Dial 
and Lee Gill, directors.
